New Buildings 
On Campus 


Construction of the proposed 
Santa Ana College gymnasium and 
science buildings will begin some- 
time this fall stated Dr. Daniel C. 
McNaughton, college director. 

The gym, which will seat nearly 
3,000 persons, will front toward 
17th Street, adjacent to the new 
track and field layout, and will be 
laid out to tie in with the present 
separate buildings which are used 
as men’s and womtn’s’' shower 
rooms. } 

Preliminary plans for the new 
science building indicate a two 
story structure of poured concrete 
with a horizontal brick-like effect 
given to blend in with the present 
brick buildings on the campus. 

The preliminary sketches also 
provide for five classrooms and a 
lecture hall on the first floor and 
a mechanical drafting room, two 
chemistry laboratories, a physics 
lab, and a photographic darkroom 
on the second floor; offices and 
storage space would be on both 
floors.

Enrollment Up; 
Males In Lead 


It was disclosed today by Miss 
Genevieve Humiston, college reg- 
istrar, that the men students out- 
number the women nearly three 
to one. 


At the close of the first full 
week of classes, there were 369 
men as compared to 176 women on 
campus. This figure shows an in- 
crease in the number of men stu- 
dents over last year’s two to one 
ratio. 


The high point of last year’s en- 
rollment was’ 576 students near 
the end of the first semester. Then 
the number dropped to 492 by the 
end of January, and was 437 on 
June ist. On the opening day of 
the new college term last Septem- 
ber 10th, there were 429 students 
who had completed registration as 
compared to 331 on the same date 
last year. 

Miss Humiston predicted that 
enrollment would eventually reach 
600 on the basis that many new 
students are still in the process of 
registering.

A record high total of 1,263 students have enrolled in 


SAC’s Evening Division. Figures showing a decided in- 


crease over those of last year were released by Stuart 
Carrier, director of the Evening Division. 


After two evenings of school there was an increase of 


275 students over last year. By 
the close. of the first week, an 
additional 200 students had en- 
rolled, bringing the total over 
the 1000 mark. Enrollment at this 


“time last year was 814 students in
